#1. REGULATORY UPDATE

Ms. Y eatts presented the “Board of Medicine Regulatory Actions’, a handout on proposed
regulations. The proposed regulations were discussed. It was recommended that 20 continuing
education hours be required in order to maintain active licensure; with an addition to 18 VAC
85-40-66 (A) that states: A. On or after January 1, 2005, in order to renew an active license as a
respiratory care practitioner, alicensee shall attest to having completed 20 hours or continuing
respiratory care education as approved and documented by a sponser recognized by the AARC
within the last biennium. Martha Huddleson moved to adopt amended regul ations as written.
The motion was seconded and carried. Ms'Y eatts stated that House Bill 1318 places anew
exemption under 8 54.1-2901 (27). This exemption would be added to the licensed respiratory
therapist regulations by emergency regulation. Dr Givens moved to adopt the emergency
regulation. The motion was seconded and carried.

#3. Discussion of HB 217 and implications for Advisory Boards-composition, disciplinary
panels.
